Upon  the  marching  of  their  Armie 
into  SCOTLAND. 

H  E  Miferies  and  Evils ,  which  are  the 
fad  and  inevitable  confequences  of 
every  War,  are  fo  great^that  it  ought 
not  to  bee  undertaken  or  profecuted, 
but  upon  grounds  of  Jufiice  and  Ne- 
cefsitiei  efpecially  between  thofe  with 
whom  no  Arguments  are  wanting 
for  common  defence,  and  where  frofefsion of  the  fame 
Religion  (hould  bee  a  ftronger  bond  o£  mutual  union* 

This  confideration  hath  long  held  back  the  Parla. 
ment  of  England  from  making  ufc  of  Force  ,  in  reference 
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CO 

to  Scotland,  notwithftanding  the  )uftice  of  their  Caufc 
and  thegreatnefs  of  their  provocation,  that  they  might  a- 
void  the  effufion  of  blood,  and  thofe  other  Miferies  and 
Calamities,  which  muft  in  common  involv  even  fuch  o£ 
that  Nation, who  may  have  kept  themfelvs  free  from  the 
guilt  of  thofe  things,  which  compel  this  War-,  And 
whofe  principles  may  difpofe  them  to  the  fame  Ends 
with  us,  when  they  fhall  have  difcovered  their  own  true 
Inrcreft. 

And  in  the  mean  time  the  Taxlament  hath  not  been 
wanting  in  the  Offer  of  all  f  ir  and  amicable  means  for 
compofing  the  difference  and  obteining  due  farhfa^ion- 
nor  fuflfered  their  juft  Re/entment  of  the  flight  and**YYJ?/- 
mot  thofe  ofers  to  carrie  them  out  immediately  to  the 
lafl  Remedie^but  have  with  much  patience  exfpc&cdjf  the 
good  providence  of  God  fliould  merafully  dill, 
any  fit  Expedient,  whereby  they  might  obtwin  thcif  juft 
Ends,  rather  then  by  Arms, 

But  by  all  the  obfervations  wee  can  make  of  their 
Actions ,  and  out  of  their  Declarations  1  and  by  the  bed 
Intelligence  of  their  preftnt  motions  and  defigm ,  their  to- 
tal averfnefs  to  amttte  and  friend/hip  with  this  Common- 
wealth  is  moft  apparent  •  and  the  fame  koftle  difpofition 
continued,  notwithftanding  the- fignal  hand  ot  Cod 
apainflthem  upon  their  late  Invafion. 

Their  Defign  is  ffiJl  carried  on ,  and  they  have  not 
loft  their  time  in  preparations  to  execute  it,  both  by  their 
Treaties  and  Correspondencies  abroad ,  and  by  putting 
all  things  in  a  peffure  for  it  at  home. 

The   PARLAAdENT  of  ENGLAND  y  upon  ferious 
confederation  hereof,  and  of  their  d  utie  to  his  Common- 
wealth ,  with  whofe  good  and  fafetie  they  are  intruded, 
have  judged  it] mi  and  ne  cejfarie,  that  an  Armie  be  forth- 
with 


with  fent  into  Scotland.    The  $ufiice ,  Necefsitie ,  and 
Ends  whereof  they  declare  in  the  particulars  following : 

Wherein,  not  to  infill  upon  manie  wrongs  and  frovo* 
cations  from  the  Commi(sioners  of  Scotland ,  while  they 
were  here  refident,  and  while  nothing  but  friendfhip  and 
unanimitiein  the  fame  Cauf  was  pretended  by  them, 
their  ufur fatten  upon  Acls  of  the  Leg -fl-uwe  fowe? • ,  their 
frequent pretenfions  to  ,  and  contefiations  about  a  joync- 
intercft  in  fom  A$s  of  it  \ 

Their  (educing  the  people  of  this  Commonwealth  from 
their  *?^7/0#  and  dutie  to  the  Par  lament^  and  to  imbracc 
and  promote  the  interefi:  of  the  late  King/under  Pretence 
of  the  Covenant)  laying  among  the  people  foundations 
of  c  ncurrence  with  their  future  Jnvafion ,  fufficiently 
evidenced  by  the  many  Tnfurrec7;ons  breaking  forth  in 
'England  in  the  year  1.648,  when  they  invaded  this 
Ninon: 

Which  concurrence  of  trouble  might  greatly  have  in- 
dangered  the  return  of  Tyrannic  and  miferie  upon  us^had 
not  the  band  of  God  mightily  manifefted  it  felf  in  the 
carrying  on  of  that  C^/Xwhich  hee  hath  ft&Vmned)  even 
with  very  great  difadvantage  of  Numbers  and  preparati- 
ons. Wee  {hall  let  thefc,and  divers  other  particulars  pafs, 
and  com  to  that  which  demonftrate's  the  fUSTfCE 
of  thi^^tknttlndertaking  *,  namely,  Thelau  Invafion 
of this  Nation  >  authorized  and  commanded  by -the \  Par la- 
ment of  Scot land- 

All  of  them  concurring  in  Dejign  romzkc  a  Prey  to 
themfelvs  of  the  Eng/fi ,  though  fomjif^rcncefeli 
amongft  them,  who  fhould  have  the  greateft  Pow^rof 
Command,  and  thereby  the  greateft  opportunitie  of  ad- 
vancing the  intereft  of  either  Panic,  under  the  fpecious 
Pietence  Ok  the  Covenant,

And  therein  may  beeremernbre45/^7?r  their  taking  of 
Berwick  3  andCarlifle,  and  putting  Garrifons  into  them 
itrthc  fi&£  1648,  contrarie  to  the  large  Treatie  in  the  year 
,  1 640  9  paffed  by  the  Par  laments  of  both  Nations -7  by 
which  thofe  Towns,  or  any  odier  Frontier-Towns  of  either 
Nation  were  not  to  bee  garrifon'd,  and  accordingly  were 
fo  left  by  the  Englifh, 

By  that  Treatie  alfo  three  months-warning  was  to  have 
preceded  War  5  yet  this  Invafionytismx&t  by  Amoritie 
of  the  Parliament  of  Scotland  ,  while  that  Treatie  was  in 
force*,  and  that  without  any  previous  Declaration  of 
War  or  hoftilitie,  as  by  that  Treatie  ought  to  have 
been. 

This  alfo  at  a  time ,  when  the  Parlament  of  England 
had  Commifsioners  at  Edenburgh,  offering  to  compofe  all 
differences  between  the  Nations  by  a  Treatie,  which 
they  refded  $  And  their  wicked  defign  carried  on ,  not 
onely  by  a  conjun&ion  with  the  late  Kings  profeffed 
partie  under  Langdde^  But  they  (educed  from  their  dutie, 
and  drew  from  their  obedience  feveral  Forces  of  their 
own  Nation,  and  fom  Englifh ,  who  were  in  the  pay  of  the 
Parlament  of  England  to  com  over  out  of  Ireland^  and 
treafonably  to  affift  them  in  this  Invafwn. 

When  it  pleafed  our  good  God  wonderfully  to  appear 
fir  us  5  in  fubdulng  and  funding  our  faithlefs  Invaders-, 
thtt^Armie^  by  our  Autoritie,  and  by  Invitation  of  the 
Committee  of  Eftates  of  Scotland  fitting  at  Edenburgh 
(Sr  Andrew  Can 5and  Major  Strahern  beeing  fent  by  them 
with  Letters  of  Credence,  for  that  purpofe,  to  the  Head- 
Quarters  of  our  Armie  5  then  near  Berwick)  did  march 
into  Scotland^  and  upon  further  invitation  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  E(lates9hy  the  Lord  Marquefs  of  Argile,Lovd 
J&lco,  and  others ,  a  great  part  of  our  Armie  did  march

dofeto  Edenburgh ,  the  better  to  countenance  and  ^en- 
courage thur  A  rmie3  they  beeing  then  in  Treatie  with'the 
Earl  Craford,  L'wdjcy,  the  Lord  Lamrick,  Sr  George  £4on- 
roe,  and  the  reft  of  their  enemies  at  Sterling-  Bridge  which 
having  produced  the  defired  effeds ,  and  our  Armie  re- 
ceived with  great  exprefsions  of  contentment  and  rejoicing 
for  the  good  fuccefs  which  God  had  given  them-, 

The  enemies  in  the  North  parts  of  England  not  bee- 
ing fully  fubdued ,  and  cur  Armie  readie  to  return  into 
England,  upon  the  further  and  earned  defire  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  Eftates ,  a  confiderable  part  of  it  was  left  in 
Scotland^  until  that  Nation  was- fettled  in  a  peaceable 
condition-  and  fuch  Forces  rals'd  for  their  defence  as 
they  thought  fit.  This  beeing  don,  our  Armie  retur- 
ned into  England,  having  been  Inftruments,  by  the  blef- 
fing  of  God,  of  fo  much  good  to  that  Nation,  and  fet- 
lingthcm  in  the  power  which  they  now  enjoie,  then 
highly  by  them  acknowledged ,  owning  our  Armie  for 
their  Prefervators,a$  indeed,  under  God,  they  were  -,  and 
profeffing  their  earneft  defires  and  firm  refolution  to 
continue  a  grateful  and  conftant  amitie  and  friendship 
with  England. 

Yet  now  ( laying  afide  all  confideration  of  forcr.er 
kindnefifesj  and  of  their  expreflions  and  engagements 
of  Juftice,  and  of  Treaties  ( the  common  bonds  of  Hu- 
mane focietie)  they  endeavor  to  exercife  their  power  for 
the  deftru&ion  ofthofe,  by  whofe  means  they  did  re- 
ceiv  it. 

They  again  infift  upon  the  fame  pretentions  to  matters 
of  our  Government^  and  take  upon  them  to  determine 
what  is  fundamental  here-,  &n&  direB  zn&  threaten  us,  if 
wee  change  not  what  is  now  ejiablijhed,  and  form it  to  their' 
minde^  or  accemmodate  it  to  their  inter  eft, 
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This  is  fuffiriently  clear' d  by  the  Protefiation  made  and 
fent  to  us  by  their  Commilfioners,  EzyIo? 'LoMhian,  Sr 
zpo.Cbie/ley  &cM.rGlendonning, upon  which  Wee  then  gave 
our  fenf  in  a  fhort  Declaration,  herewith  printed  :  Yet 
thafe  CommiflGoners  were^  owned  and  juftified  by  the 
Parlament  of  Scotland,  andnocenfure  pafled  on  them, 
though  defired  by  the  Parlament  of  England,  who  fent 
them  with  a  guard  to  Berwick,  to  bee  delivered  t-ofuch 
as  the  Parlament  of  Scotland  Ih  >uld   fend    to  receiv 


them. 


But,  becauf  real  injuries  ,  and  great  provocations  may, 
and  ought  fom-imrs  to  bee  paffed  ov:r  without  War; 
chough  the  grounds  of  that  W  r  bee  iuji  ,  if  k  bee  not 
d.\[oneceffar?e,  reafons  both  of  Prudence  and  Chrifliamtk' 
requiring  and  perfuading  it  •  The  Parlawnt  of  England 
doth  hereby  declare  theiV  EC  EW/TTEu  id  r  which  they 
are  concluded  to'make  this  prefe.it Expdition^ which  they 
have  already  evidenced  to  bezjttji. 

Firfi,  all  fair  and  amicable  waits  of  procuring  Repara- 
tion of  thofe  great  Dammages, which  this  Natio a  iilch  fbl 
ftein'd  by  them,  and  by  occafion  of  iheitf&vxfw®,  have 
been  rejected  and  denied,  an  J  th  it  by  the  prefent  Par  la- 
ment of  Scotland, and  power  ri6w  ruling  there-,  where- 
by they  have  owned  the  wrong;  and  dommage  don  to  this 
Nation  by  that  Invafton  • 

Which,  upon  due  confiJentiori  will  bee  found  to 
amount  to  va&  fumms,  if  all  fhould  bee  pat  upon 
their  Account,  which  this  Commm  wealth  hath  differed 
by  them,  and  their  influence ,  both  in  refpedt  of  Ireltnd, 
the  Revolt  of  part  of  the  Fleet  appointed  for  that  Sum- 
mer-fervice,  when  rheyinvadedjthe  feveral  InfnrrcBwm  at 
home,  and  their  Invafim. 

Their  Dejign  and  Refoiution  again  to  invade  Us,will  bee 

the 
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the  more  evident  ,    if  Wee  remember 

Fit  ft ,  That  upon  occafion  of  demanding  enely  a 
Treatie  for  Sat  is  faff  ion  for  their  former  lnvafton\  they  do, 
in  exprefs  terms,  declare  themfelvs  Enemies  to  the  Go- 
vernment of  this  Common-wealthy  and  all  that  adhere 
thereto,  and  lay  foundations  of Sedition^xA  new  Infurrefli  - 
Oft  amongftourfelvs. 

Secondly,  In  purfuance  of  thefe  Grounds,  they,  who 
cannot  claim  to  themfelvs  the  leaft  color  of  Autoritie 
or  Dominion  over  us,  yet  have  taken  upon  them,in  Scot  * 
land^  to  proclaim  Churls  Stewart  to  bee  King  of  England 
and  Ireland  •,  and  in  their  Treatie  fince  with  him  havt 
promifed  him  their  afsifiance  againft  this  Nation. 

Thirdly,  before  the  late  Invafion  from  Scotland^  the  Par- 
lament  of  England  upon  firejtght  of  their  difpofitionio 
what  followed  ,and  feeing  their preparation^^  the  Partis 
they  had  feducedm  Order  thereunto,  believing  what  the 
event  was  like  to  bee,  fent  thither  Commfsioners  to  Treat 
for  preventing  the  effufion  of  blood  •,  but  the  Treatie  was 
refufed,  and  anfrer'd onely  with  the  immediate  March  of 
their  Armk  into  England. 

Having  therefore  again  refufed  the  amicable  offer  of  a 
Treatie  (ox  Peace^  wee  have  reafon  to  exfpe#  another  In* 
vafion. 

Fourthly ,  They  have  equally  declar'd  againft  Us  as 
Seffaries,  as  they  have  againft  thofe  ofMontrofs  his  partie^ 
putting  us  into  the  lame  rank  with  Malignants  and  Pa- 
pifls  •  although  they  cannot  but  know  the  Faith  which 
Wee/w/9/J,  who  defireto  worfhip  God in  the  Spirit^  re- 
joycing  in  Jeftu,  and  have  no  confidence  in  the  flefh  ^having 
our  hope  of  Jaftification  and  remission  of  Jfor  in  the  blood  of 
C^/t/?,  and  falvation  by  the  free  g  race  of  (W  •  mourning, 
from  our  very  Souls,  that  anie  turn  that  grace  into  8*40- 
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t&nnefc  beringreadietobear  our  witnefs  againft  them, 
and  defirous,that  the  licentious  pra&ices,  of  thofe  who 
do  fo,  fliould  bee  punifhed  by  the  Magiftrate.  Wee  can- 
not but  think  that  an  Interefi  of  Dominion  and  Profit r 
under  a  pretence  of  Presbperie  and  the  Covenant^  is  by 
thefe  men  of  more  value  and  efteem  then  the  Peace  and 
Loveohht  Goffel^  to  which  all  that  may  bee  called  Dif- 
cipline,  or  Government  in  the  Church }  is,  and  ought  to  bee 
fubordinate  %  and  for  which  the  leaft  violation  of  the 
Love  and  Peace  before- mentioned  ought  not  to  bee. 
Their  Defign  and  purpofe  being  thus  evident,a  NECES- 
$171 E  is  upon  Us  to  ufe  Our  beft  endeavors,  wiih  Gods 
afsiftance,to  prevent  them,  and  not  lea v  them  to  Invade 
Us  at  their  chofen  opportunities^  our greatefi  disadvantage 
when  they  (hall  have  compleated  their  Defign  with  f or- 
rein  States  for  their  aid  3  and  with  their  Faff  ion  and  par- 
tk  in  this  Nation  forCorrefpondencie  &  concurrence  in  their 
attempts  upon  Us,&  that  Wee  may  not  bee  at  the  infup- 
portable  charge  of  keeping  feveral  Armies  in  our  own 
bowc\sy& fttbjeff  our  felvs  to  the  Contributions  jlnndrings  > 
and  barbarous  ufage  of  a  Scott  jhArmie >if  wee  fuffer  them 
again  to \  enter •  or  of  keeping  one  formed  Armie  conftantfy 
upon  the  borders,  for  preventing  or  refifting thofe 'at- 
tempts upon  Us3  which  they  are  waiting  an  opportunitie 
at  their  beft  advantage  to  make. 

A  burthen  fiom which  wee  ought  to  applie our  beft  en- 
deavors to  free  the  people5  who  have  differed  fo  deep- 
ly alreadie  by  their -means-,  which  hath  been  part  of  their 
Defign1  hereby  to  bring  the  people  to  a  difcontentwkh 
the  Government  from  the  Senf  of  charge  (without  con'. 
fideiingtheCauf  of  the  continuance  thereof  )  that  fo 
they  may  bee  fitted  to  receiv  their  impreffions,  and  car- 
; icon  theirFa&ion  ?m-ng  usr  and,  keep  it  readie  for 

them 


them  to  make  ufe  of,  when  they  fhall  fee  cauf. 

And  although  the  injuries  and  provocations  have  been 
great,  and  preffing  above  meafure,  which  have  been  put 
upon  Us,  as  is  evident  by  what  is  before  alledged*  and 
that  the  wrong- doers  have  left  Us  no  other  waies  of  Re* 
mdie.Qt  Vindication,  faving  what  the  Sword cm\  produce, 
whichjWith  the  blefling  ofGod3fucceeding5might  invite 
returns  anfwerable  to  their  defigns  and  attempts  upon 
Us,  if  Wee  fhould  tread  in  their  fteps-, 

..Yet the  Lord  is  our  witnefs,that  Domination  ^Revenge  ^ 
or  worldlie  Cain  are  not  the  Motives  of  our  Ingagement  in 
this  great  Undertaking$but  our  Ends  therein  are > the  Ad? 
vane  entente/ Gods  Glorie^  the  furthering  of  a  jufl  Freedom, 
where  God  fhall  minifter  the  opportunitie,the/>wm>£ 
of  a  fitSatisfaflion  for  what  is  paft,&  the  Setting  of  a  clear 
Securitie  for  the  time  to  com^againft  the  like  injuries  and 
mifchiefs-,which  as  wee  hold  it  mo&JUST&WECESSA- 
RIE  for  us  to  feek  after ,for prevention  of  our  hthevfuffe- 
r'mgs  by  them,&  their  further  g$t$p  wee  fhal  much  re- 
joke  if  it  maybe  atteined  without  blood:  And  that  thofe 
who  fear  God  in  bothNations  may  bee  led  by  thefe  great 
fhakings^  out  of  all  carnal  confidence  and  exfpe&ations,to 
meet  together  in  the  power  oi  true  Religion  an&HolinefsjiO 
ferv  and  worfhip  God  according  to  his  minde  revealed 
in  his  word  $  which  is  our  hearts  defire  to  make  the  Rule 
of  our  Waies  and  Atfions.
